Minden Hills’s water tower project 
is going to cost $1 million more than 
expected. 

That was the news delivered to coun- 
cillors last week by Bruce Bonner of 
D.M. Wills Associates Limited, the 
Peterborough-based engineering firm in 
charge of the project. 

As part of its mandate, the firm is also 
in charge of overseeing construction ten- 
ders for the project and it’s these tenders 
that have taken the estimated total cost of 
the project from $2.4 million to approxi- 
mately $3.4 million. 

“The tender price was a shock to us and 
we were frankly quite disappointed in the 
results,” Bonner told councillors at their

Still no decisions on Rail Trail governance

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Artists key to social shift, speaker says

Drew Dellinger is on a mission to make humanity un- 
derstand not only its intrinsic connection to the planet on 
which we live, but also our interconnectedness to the uni- 
verse at large. 

Dellinger, a spoken word poet, author, professor and ac- 
tivist, was at the Minden Hills Cultural Centre on March 
28 to give a talk hosted by the Haliburton Highlands 
Writers’ and Editors’ Network, Haliburton’s Gaia Centre 
and R.D Lawrence Place. 

Gaia Centre executive director Carol Kilby introduced 
Dellinger, who is also the founder of activist group Poets 
for Global Justice. 

Kilby said she was thrilled to have Dellinger speaking 
for a number of reasons. 

“He’s an artist,” she said, explaining that artists are key 
for any societal shift of consciousness to take place, and 
“he uses his art for action. He is an activist. 

“He’s from California,” Kilby continued. “I was hoping 
he’d bring us some sunshine and really warm weather.” 

Finally, Kilby said she was excited Dellinger had come 
to visit because, “he is an evolutionary. We need evolu- 
tionary leaders.” 

Dellinger and those like him, Kilby said, are important 
because they advocate a new way of seeing ourselves as 
expressions of the earth and the necessity of recognizing 
our interwoven connection to all of the universe. 

When he took the podium, Dellinger dove into one of 
his poems, entitled “Hymn to the Sacred Body of the 
Universe.” 

“An ocean perpetually falling and it is my body,” he 
spoke rhythmically of rain, with the kind of cadence rem- 
iniscent of a 1950s beat poet. “My religion is rain. My 
religion is stone.” 

Concluding to a round of applause, Dellinger said he 
was pleased to be in a room of “ecological and cosmolog- 
ical thinkers” and spoke of how his work largely exam- 
ined the intersection between ecology and cosmology. 

Dellinger also spoke of how he had struggled in pub- 
lic school and had never considered himself a writer. He 
spoke of how writing was still sometimes difficult for him 
and said he’d once been told that it was those for whom

writing came with difficulty who were the true writers. 

He spoke of how his teacher Thomas Berry, a renowned 
cultural historian, had been the first to inspire him to think 
of life on a cosmological level and how humanity could 
learn from its ancestors. 

“We should be humble about what we think previous 
cultures knew,” Dellinger said. 

It was during his college years that Dellinger’s poetry 
writing began, in the form of hip-hop lyrics. 

He was in a rap band called Sweet Acidophilus. 

“The rap form is the platform,” he said last week. “The 
rap form is the platform.” 

Above all, Dellinger said he thought it was important 
for people to remember that we are just a small part of 


the ecological and cosmological world, equal to all its 
other species. “We are not the only celebrators of the uni- 
verse,” he said. 

While Dellinger said he thought artists had a special 
capacity to tell the story of the universe, he said it was 
important to remember that just because humans have 
written language, it doesn’t make us superior to any of 
the world’s other creatures. 

Phytoplankton, he said, produce most of the 
Earth’s oxygen. Dellinger was on a speaking tour 
that included stops in Toronto, Barrie and Orillia. 
A collection of his poems is entitled Love Letters to the 
Milky Way.

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Water coalition scores seat on TSW panel

Last week the federal government 
announced the membership of the re- 
cently established Trent-Severn Water 
Management Advisory Council. 

The establishment of the council was 
first announced in September as part of 
the government’s action plan for the fu- 
ture of the Trent-Severn Waterway and 
includes representatives of various stake- 
holder groups along the Trent-Severn and 
the reservoir lakes. 

The council will make recommenda- 
tions to Parks Canada on how the water- 
way should be managed. 

“Tt is a pleasure to welcome these dedi- 
cated individuals representing a range of 
organizations with an interest in water 
management to participate in the impor- 


tant work of developing a shared vision 
for a balanced approach for water manage- 
ment,” environment minister Jim Prentice 
said last week. 

The council includes two members from 
Haliburton County; Chris Riddle, co-chair 
of the Coalition for Equitable Water Flow 
and Keith Hodgson of the Haliburton 
Highlands Outdoors Association. 

Riddle, along with co-chair Martin 
Risk, took over the helm of the coali- 
tion after founder and former chairperson 
Bonnie Fleischaker moved out of the area 
recently. 

This is not Riddle’s first time dealing 
with the management of the waterway. 

A member of the Kennisis Lake Cottage 
Owners’ Association, Riddle is the liaison 
between the association and members of 
the Trent-Severn management team. 

“T have sort of regular casual meet- 


ings with the management of the Trent- 
Severn,” Riddle said, adding that his work 
with the advisory council would place him 
in a slightly more formal role. 

Some of the coalition’s major concerns 
are water quality, protection of navigable 
waters and water levels. 

Haliburton’s lakes are feeder lakes for 
the Trent-Severn Waterway and their lev- 
els often fluctuate as water is drawn south 
as required. 

This adversely changes shoreline eco- 
systems, the coalition has argued. 

Riddle said he thought it was neces- 
sary for the future of the waterway that 
stakeholder groups’ concerns be taken 
into consideration and said it was impor- 
tant for the managers of the waterway 
to remember that there is much more to 
the Trent-Severn Waterway than just the 
canal through which so many boats pass 


each year. 

The other members of the eight-member 
council include Ken Pipher of Whatever 
Solutions and Media; Robert Allen of the 
Ontario Waterpower Association; John 
Gullick of the Canadian Power and Sail 
Squadron; Allan J. Heritage of Voices 
of the Trent; Allan Appleby represent- 
ing the lower Trent River area and Bill 
Lawrence of the Severn River Association 
of Property Owners. 

Riddle said the original idea is that the 
council would meet twice yearly but said 
it could be more often than that. 

A $500,000 contract for a water man- 
agement study of the waterway has just 
been awarded, Riddle said, and one of the 
council’s first items of business would be 
to meet with the consultants on the issues 
that stakeholders want to see addressed. 


Council agrees to five-year contract with clean water agency

Minden Hills councillors renewed the 
township’s agreement with the Ontario 
Clean Water Agency (OCWA) at their 
March 25 meeting. 

OCWA, a government-controlled agen- 
cy, operates and maintains the pump- 
ing and treatment plants owned by the 
township. 

The new agreement is for another five 
years. 

OCWA representative Andre Ouelette 
told councillors last week that the purpose 
of his visit was to give an overview of 
what OCWA does for the township.

sort of an OCWA 101,” Ouelette said. 

Not only does OCWA operate and 
maintain the township’s water facilities, 
he said, it also performs sampling, testing 
and monitoring services as well as record- 
keeping of any problems. 

The agency operates 600 facilities in 
200 municipalities throughout the prov- 
ince, most in small towns and rural areas. 

Ouelette emphasized that most of 
OCWA’s employees also live in these 
communities. 

“They drink the water they treat,” he 
said. OCWA is affiliated with the min- 
istries of environment, labour and health 
and has not received any reports from the 
environment ministry 

“That means we’re doing a bang-up job

for you,” he told councillors. 

Councillor Barb Reid said she had con- 
cerns that because of the township’s fixed 
fee approach to water and sewer, there 
was no way to reward residents who make 
efforts to conserve water. 

“You're right and I don’t know if I have 
a good answer for you on that,” Ouelette 
said, but added that some communities 
do install water meters so that people are 
charged based on the amount of water 
they actually consume. 

As an incentive, Ouelette said OCWA 
would be willing to extend its 2010 rates 
into 2011, meaning a savings of $10,000, 
as well as waive the $12,000 fee for the 
creation of a water management plan the 
township is required by the province to 
create. 

Reid said that while it was clear OCWA

has done a good job for the township, the 
township has a purchasing policy and that 
requests for proposals should be put out, 
allowing other companies to bid on the 
contract. 

Councillor Peter Oyler wanted to know 
what sort of timeline council was looking 
at. “OCWA needs six months and that six 
months is now,” township property man- 
ager Peter Brown told Oyler. 

The current agreement expires on Sept. 
31. Reeve Jim McMahon said he thought 
OCWA had proved itself to the township 
and said introducing a new company to 
the township’s facilities would be a time- 
consuming process. 

In the end, council voted to renew the 
contract, with Reid and Councillor Rick 
Ratcliff voting in opposition.

‘Economic times’ 
a bad excuse 


|: WAS ALMOST THREE YEARS AGO that rumblings about a sub-prime

mortgage crisis in the United States began to seep into the mainstream media. 
The sub-prime mortgage crisis led to bankruptcies and company closures, 
subsequently to a lack of international investor and consumer confidence, 
subsequently to massive layoffs in the manufacturing 
sector and bam, before you knew it we had ourselves a 
full-blown global recession. 

As of late things are looking up. Canada is slowly 
getting back in the black and, in a truly promising 
move, Ontario’s auto industry is even hiring some 
workers back. 

While Canada has technically emerged from the 
recession, things are still a little precarious and that 
phrase, that ubiquitous and amorphous phrase “the 
economic times,” is still being thrown around like a 
Frisbee as an explanation for just about anything. 

Enter the Minden Hills water tower project. 

Last week, councillors for the township were 
informed the project would cost $1 million more than originally anticipated. 

Yes folks, that’s a one with six zeros after it. 

The reason is a drastic increase in the tender bids from the two Ontario 
companies that manufacture water towers. 

The reasons for the huge increases, councillors were told by the engineering 
consultant in charge of the project, are design changes, the heavy workloads both 
companies are experiencing and, wait for it, yes .. . “the economic times.” 

Clearly “the economic times” has basically become a blanket explanation for 
anything that has no real good explanation. 

You know what I’m going to do? I’m going to go and throw a rock through the 
window of the office next door and when the workers ask what I think I’m doing, 
I’m going to tell them it’s because of the economic times. 

I’m going to get in my car and start rear-ending vehicles on Bobcaygeon Road 
and when the cops come to arrest me, I’m going to tell them the economic times 
made me do it. 

The economic times . . . give me a break. 

What Minden Hills is looking at here seems to be a simple case of opportunism 
by two companies who monopolize a particular industry. 

The incredible cost increase for the water tower project appears to have nothing 
to do with recessionary thinking and everything to do with exploitation. 
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Free nicotine patches 
offered in smoking study 


Local residents who smoke are being 
encouraged to take part in an innova- 
tive study called STOP, or Smoking 
Treatment for Ontario Patients. 

As well as receiving resources on ways 
to become tobacco-free, eligible smok- 
ers who take part in the STOP study will 
be provided with a free, six-week sup- 
ply of nicotine patches. Participants will 
be asked to answer follow-up questions 
about their efforts to quit to determine 
if the nicotine patches have helped them 
give up smoking. 

The health unit is collaborating with 
the Centre for Addiction and Mental 
Health (CAMH) to promote the STOP 
study in this area. The purpose of the 
study is to evaluate the methods and 
effectiveness of providing nicotine re- 


placement therapy (NRT) to Ontario 
smokers. Initial findings show the use of 
NRT significantly increases the success 
rate of people trying to quit smoking. 

To see if they are eligible to take part 
in the STOP study (www.stopstudy.ca), 
local smokers can call CAMH toll-free 
at 1-866-484-9022 and leave a mes- 
sage with their name and daytime phone 
number. All STOP participants must be 
Ontario residents who are 18 years of 
age and older.

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2010 provincial budget criticized for not being business friendly

While MPP Rick Johnson pro- 
motes the 2010 provincial budget 
announced March 25 as a sound 
balance between deficit reduc- 
tion and program spending, many 
others spent last week criticizing 
the budget for not being business 
friendly and not spending enough 
on health care or the poor. 

The Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business called the 
budget disappointing, stating in a

press release that it was hoping for 
a reduction in the pending HST 
rate and that there was no money 
set aside for small business. 

“For a budget billed as Ontario’s 
Plan for Jobs and Growth, there 
was little to nothing for small 
business owners and their em- 
ployees,” CFIB’s Ontario direc- 
tor Satinder Chera wrote in the 
release. 

The Ontario Nurses Association 
sent out a release saying it expects 
service and nursing cuts across 
the province.

“Every Ontarian should brace 
themselves for yet more cuts to 
the health care they need and 
count on,” said Linda Haslam- 
Stroud, president of the ONA. 

Anti-poverty advocates were 
worried about the Liberals’ deci- 
sion to eliminate the special diet 
supplement, which is money giv- 
en to those on welfare and disabil- 
ity if there is a medical condition 
requiring more expensive diets. 

The government has announced 
a new program will take its place 
that is harder to take advantage 


of. 

“Ontarians on social assitance 
have every right to be concerned 
about today’s provincial govern- 
ment decision to create a new 
‘nutritional supplementation’ pro- 
gram to replace the current special 
diet program,” a release from the 
Income Security Advocacy Centre 
reads. 

In his own press release, 
Johnson focuses on economic 
growth, stating: “This is a plan to 
eliminate the deficit caused by the 
global recession and, at the same

County tax 
rate up

Haliburton County councillors passed the county’s 2010 bud- 
get, worth more than $18.6 million, at its meeting March 24. 

This solidifies a 10-per-cent increase for the county’s taxpay- 
ers this year. 

Much of that increase comes from a loss in provincial fund- 
ing. The county is losing $1.2 million in funding from the 
Ontario Municipal Partnership Fund (OMPF) this year and will 
lose another $1.2 million from the fund in 2011. 

At last week’s meeting, county treasurer Laura Janke said 
there is another $711,000 in funding related to the OMPF that 
the county could also lose. 

The loss in provincial funding equated to a 12-per-cent tax 
increase alone and a five-per-cent increase from the county 
itself, meaning councillors were initially faced with a 17-per- 
cent tax increase for this year. 

By asking the county’s department heads to make reductions 
to their respective budgets, council was able to whittle that fig- 
ure down to 10 per cent. 

Janke said some good news is that the county’s debt load is 
approximately $900,000, a minimal amount for any municipal- 
ity, she said, that the county is in the process of paying back. 

“We essentially have no debt,” she said. 

The county’s reserves are sitting at approximately $4.1 mil- 
lion, which Janke said the province deems low for a municipal- 
ity the size of Haliburton. And while the treasurer said it would 
be nice if the county was able to up this amount, she said is it 
simply not feasible. 

“We just can’t do it in these times ... even if we'd like to,” 
she said. 
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A large crowd gathered at Sir Sam’s Ski Area on 
the evening of March 27 for Taste ‘n’ Talents of the 
Highlands, a fundraiser for A Hand Up for Haiti from the 
Highlands. 

The night included live and silent auctions, raffles, 
musical entertainment courtesy of cellist and violin- 
ist Bethany Houghton and lots and lots of food. About 
$20,000 was raised. 


New developments mean 
longer EMS wait times

The following are brief reports of items discussed at the 
March 25 meeting of the Haliburton Highlands Health 
Services board of directors. 


Cottage developments on Kennisis, Percy and Haliburton 
lakes are so far off the main routes for the county’s three 
ambulances (four in the summer) that it could take up to 
one hour for Emergency Medical Services to get to a call, 
director Pat Kennedy told the hospital board. 

“The new development at Percy Lake and Haliburton 
Lake with another 110 cottages is going to be a major is- 
sue. It’s probably going to be an hour for us to get in,” 
Kennedy said. 

Meanwhile, EMS is experiencing higher than normal 
call volumes in Highlands East, where they are keeping an 
ambulance stationed when possible. 

“We've gone from around 270 calls three years ago to 
411 last year ... and already this year we’ve done 70 calls 
in January and February, and there were 45 last year. So 
Highlands East is becoming a big focus for us and I’m not 
sure what we’re going to do there,” he said. 

Kennedy spoke to the hospital board as part of an in- 
formation seminar. He ultimately reports to the county of 
Haliburton and the provincial government. 

According to Kennedy, EMS is in need of more assets 
— especially another ambulance — since it covers an area 
the size of P.E.I. with just three ambulances during most 
of the year. This year, the department was given one more 
vehicle to cover the summer months. 

He also told the board how happy he was with the new 
public access defibrillators, of which there are 37 sites 
across the county. 


LHIN to offset HHHS deficit 


The Central East Local Health Integration Network will 
be giving the HHHS money this year to offset the deficit. 

“We negotiated an additional $150,000 from the Central 
East LHIN that will offset most of our deficit this year 
and we'll receive those funds next year. Because of that 
there’s no change to any of our services or our service 
plan,” HHHS CEO Paul Rosebush said. 


Health care forum a love-in 
for services 


Leading up to the health care forum in Minden held by 
the Ontario Health Coalition, Rosebush was approached 
by the Chamber of Commerce and the press about rumours 
that the Minden hospital would be closing. 

“That was never on anyone’s agenda, so I was able to 
quickly dispel those rumours,” Rosebush told the board. 

So when the OHC did come to town, he went to the fo- 
rum to see what the people of Minden would be saying 
about health care. 

“Tt was amazing to sit there and listen to well over 100 
people there talk about how important HHHS is to them 
and their health care and their feeling of security within 
their community. Folks had nothing but praise for our doc- 
tors and nurses and allied health-care providers. They had 
nothing but praise and admiration for how they felt their 
families had been supported over the years,” he said.

said Marion Sedgwick. She was

As there was no Grade 13 in the county 
in those days, Marion had to go by train 
to the high school in Lindsay. She remem- 
bers the train well because her dad would 
pick up supplies at Gelert station and take 
them by horse and cart, or sleigh, to Minden 
where he would make deliveries to various 
merchants. 

But how did Marion Sedgwick go from 
a childhood in Gelert to 10 years in Papua 
New Guinea? Learning to teach played a 
large part. Upon completion of Grade 13, 
“Mr. Archie Stouffer, the school inspec- 
tor from Haliburton County, asked me if I 
would be willing to teach school at SS #6 
Snowdon, as they were short of teachers,” 
Sedgwick recalls. 

She said yes. 


mom got sick. Her 
dad had died a few years previously and 
Sedgwick went home to look after her ail- 
ing mother with the help of the family and 
the VON. After a couple of years her mom 
passed away and Sedgwick was faced with 
a decision of what to do next. 

She’s never married, so that wasn’t a hin- 
drance, and one day while she was reading 
the United Church Observer, she noticed 
a request for nurses to work overseas. She 
responded saying she’d like to work in 
Africa. “So they sent me to New Guinea,” 
she laughs. 

When she got there she found that “God 
had prepared me very well for a life of hik- 
ing on our medical patrol.” Her preparation 
was her childhood in Gelert, where she’d 
run and jump across the stones in the rapids 
and hike for miles with her friends. While 
in Papua New Guinea, “we'd load medical 
stuff on our backs with a change of cloth-

ing and soap, and some tinned meat, which 
we would bring out to offer to the families. 
We'd stay overnight with the families in the 
villages, and they'd keep oil lamps lit all 
night long, to keep away evil spirits. We'd 
sleep on straw mats on a cement floor, and 
in the day our job was to teach native young- 
sters how to become registered nurses.” 
Sedgwick worked there from 1981-91. 
When she contracted malaria she decided it 
was time to leave, so she came home and 
started “gardening with a vengeance.” She 
then took the United Church lay minister 
course, which allowed her when required to 
fill in for absent ministers. She’s preached 
in various locations throughout the county, 
though now she professes to be retired. 
Marion Sedgwick never watches televi- 


sion, but she keeps abreast of world news 
through a subscription to the Manchester 
Guardian. She’s also taken correspon- 
dence courses in English literature, religion 
and history. She’s still an avid walker, and 
cross-country skier and she’s active at the 
Gelert Community Centre, where she helps 
with quilting fundraisers. 

“God leads you if you let him,” she says. 
But to Papua New Guinea? Looking back, 
even Marion wonders sometimes if it really 
happened, but she has those arrows to prove 
it.

March 25 meeting. 

There are two companies in Ontario that manufacture 
water towers — Landmark Structures and Norwec. 

Bonner told councillors that when he had put together 
the original estimate for the project, it had been based 
on an estimate from Landmark Structures in the spring 
of 2008. At that time Bonner said the cost of the tower 
had been estimated at about $1.2 million and the project’s 
other costs, such as site preparation and engineering fees, 
put the total at an estimated $2.4 million. 

“Things have changed,” Bonner told councillors last 
week. 

The tender from Landmark Structures came in at just 
more than $2.2 million and Norwec’s more than $2.7 
million, pushing the estimated total project cost to $3.4 
million. 

He said the reasons for the drastic increase included 
tank design changes, the high volume of work both com- 
panies are experiencing and “the economic times.” 

Bonner said due to conditions at the site, the planned 
location had to be moved and the tower would now have 
to be higher, costing an additional $110,000. 

Bonner also said the offer from Landmark Structures 
was only good for 90 days, or the project would cost an 
additional $20,000. 

Councillors were not amused. 

“Because we moved the location it was my understand- 
ing that it wasn’t going to cost any more,” Reeve Jim 
McMahon said. “That just blows me away. How can we 
be so far out?” 

McMahon registered his disappointment at how far off

Bonner’s original estimate had been, explaining that the 
township had based its applications for stimulus funding 
from the province and the feds on the estimate. 

The province and the federal government will cover 
two thirds of up to $2.4 million for the project, with the 
other third falling to the municipality. 

Councillor Rick Ratcliff said he thought the manufac- 
turing companies were taking advantage of the situation. 

“So, corporate greed plays a big part,” Ratcliff said, 
adding he thought the companies were pricing them- 
selves out of the market and that he was pretty sure the 
price of steel hadn’t jumped by 40 per cent. 

“Are we all convinced that we still want to do this?” 
Councillor Barb Reid asked her colleagues, bringing up 
the proposition of cancelling the project completely. 

McMahon said he didn’t see how the township could 
refrain from going ahead with the project. The town- 
ship’s water pressure is below provincial standards, there 
is anew subdivision being built in Minden and Canadian 
Tire has said it will wait to build its scheduled Highway 
35 store until the tower is completed, McMahon pointed 
out. Other councillors agreed. Bonner said the township 
had a number of options it could look at pursuing. 

Aside from cancelling the project, he said council could 
re-tender the work, although he didn’t recommend this 
since there are only two companies in the province and the 
results would likely be the same, if not more expensive. 

Bonner said the township might also want to look at a 
different tank design, although he didn’t recommend this

option either, since he said the chosen design is the most 
efficient. He said council might also consider seeking ad- 
ditional funding from the stimulus grant, a debenture of 
additional funds or corporate financial assistance. 

Township chief administrative officer Gerry Morrison 
told councillors that he had already spoken to MP Barry 
Devolin about the issue and that Devolin had told him he 
would see if there is any way the township could get ad- 
ditional stimulus funding. 

Alternatively, Morrison said he had asked if it would 
be possible for the township to transfer the provincial and 
federal funding it has received for its Riverwalk project 
to the water tower project. The township can access up 
to $1 million in stimulus funding for the Riverwalk proj- 
ect and has so far spent approximately $200,000 of that 
money. “Let’s try to find the money somewhere, either 
that or debenture it,” McMahon said. 

Finance committee chairperson, Councillor Peter 
Oyler, said he couldn’t accept a debenture since it would 
cost the township too much in the long run and requested 
that the issue be moved to closed session. 

One man in the public gallery asked if there was going 
to be any opportunity for public input on how council 
should proceed with the water tower project. 

When McMahon indicated that there would not be, the 
man stood and stormed out of council chambers. 

“How dare you say you represent all the people,” he 
said as he left. 

McMahon said council would wait to hear from Devolin 
before proceeding with any other options. 

The water tower is scheduled to be built on the hill 
known as Mount Minden, at the top of St. Germain Street. 
It is to stand 22.5 metres high, 16.5 metres in diameter 
and have a capacity of 1,500 cubic metres, which is the 
exact size of Bobcaygeon’s water tower. It was originally 
hoped the tower would be completed by the end of this 
year, but staff have indicated it could be the spring of 
2011 before the project is finished.
